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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

None of the reference discloses a fixed, steel, square, receiver tube having a square 
thread nut affixed on a right side near a first end, two square threaded nuts affixed to the 
right side near a second end, and two square threaded nuts affixed on a bottom side near 
the second end, and a round hole formed in the bottom side near the first end, and a 
square, steel, telescope tube having a generally hour glass shaped plate affixed to the first 
end and a hole formed in the bottom near the first end, and a plurality of set screws 
screwed into the two square threaded nuts, and each of set screws having a jamb nut 
mounted thereon such as required by independent claims 1 and 4.

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
